Cynthia Grey, a special writer on the San F 
Daily News, came over to Richmond yesterday ta‘ 
quainted with Rev. P. E. Petersen and. his interesting little 
family and gain some firsthand information concerying the’ * 
pastor of the First Methodist church in the matte of the ~ 
charges brought against him by the police and district at- 
torney’s offiee for alleged acceptance of a bribe from a 
notorious habitue of the redlight district.

There is just one big ideatow in 
this home—the name of Rev. Petersen must be cleaned of 
the stain placed on it by police, who have eharged him 
with receiving a bribe from a woman of the underworld, 
and who raided his study in an effort to trap him with.
